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LOCAL SCHOOL TAY 
NEEDED IN ATLANTA 
ASSERTS R.J. QUINN 


Commissioner Declares 
That This Is the Only 
Practical Solution of the 
School Problem. 


POSITION OF SUPERVISOR 
WILL BE CREATE) SOON 


Miss C. S. Parrish, in Her 
Report, Urges That Effi- 
ciency in Teachers Be 
Given Recognition. 


Asserting that Atlanta’s school sys- 
tem is antiquated and in need of re- 
forms, Commissioner R, J. Guinn, of 
the nin ard, yesterday afternoon 
advocated the imposition of a local 
school tax in Atlanta to be collected 
by the board of education and used for 
school purposes only. * 

Commissioner Guinn said that a spe- 
cial tax is the only practical solution 
of the school problem, and he declared 
that his faith in the people of At- 
lanta prompted him to believe that 
they will vote for the tax if it is put 
up to them. 

-Will Consider Supervisor. 

The board took no action on the re- 
port of the survey by Miss C. 8. Par- 
rish of the state board of education ex- 
cept to accept the recommendation 
taken from the report by Superintend- 
ent Slaton and refer it to a committee 
composed of the superintendent and 
Commissioner Guinn and Alderman 
Armistead. The recommendation unged 
the creation of the position of super- 
visor of the primary schools. 

One of the most important reforms 
urged by Miss Parrish in her survey 
related to “full time’ for the school 
Plants. She would have @ cottage for 
teachers erected on the school lots, 
and have the teachers act as neighbor- 
hood social supervisors during the 
hours school is not in session. Less 
etudy in the classroom is also urged, 
and the report recommends that more 
emphasis be made of content rather 
than upon formal discipline in the 
schools. 

Following is a géneral summary of 
the needs of the school system out- 
lined in the report: 

Elementary Schools. 

1. Course of study: 

(a) Complete reorganization of all sub- 
jects with references to closer connection 
with the experience of the children, and 
with home and civic conditions. 

(b) The elaboration of each subject with 
reference to significance and content, rather 
than by the pages of one text-book. 

(c) More emphasis throughout upon con- 
tent, and less upon formal discipline. 

(d) The addition of literature, elementary 
science, manual training, and household arts. 

(e) The readjustment of the time limits. 

(f) The reduction of the number of grades 
to seven. 

(g) Consultation with citizens with regard 
te meeting needs of city in new course of 
study. 

2. Class room method and management: 

(a) A smaller number of children in a 
grade. 

' (b) The substitution of the “group meth- 
od”" of handling classes for the ‘‘mass 
method.”’ 

(c) More concrete illustration and expert- 
mént, and less abstract drill. 

(ad) A less rigid adherence to text-book 
recitation, and more teaching. 

(e) Less appeal to memory, 
imagination, feeling and 
thought. : 

(f) A larger use of “type studies’ 
stead of a survey of the whole field. 

(g) The occasional use of excursions in 
order to study nature or to become acquaint- 
ed with the industrial life of Atlanta, 

(h) More effort to base lessons in all sub- 
jects on the industrial activities of Atlanta. 

(i) A larger use of seat work. 

(j) Better methods of assigning lessons. 

(k) Provision for more study {n school 
hours and less home work. 

(1) Less attention to ‘‘marks,” “limits,”’ 
“reports,””’ and more to arousing interest in 
the subject itself. 

3. Grounds and buildings: 

(a) Better buildings, larger and better 
laygrounds, flowers and shrubs at each 
uilding, and more attractive interiors, 
where these have not been already provided. 

(b) Modern sanitary arrangements for 
toilets, lavatories and drinking water, 
where they do not now exist. 

(c) Better lighting, heating and ventila- 
tion in some of the buildings: 

(d) More maps, globes, pictures, sand 
tables,.and other illustrative apparatus and 
material. 

(e) The provision and equipment of man- 
ual training shops and rooms for house- 
hold arts. 

(f) Provisions for opening the 
grounds to the children in vacations. 

(g) Arrangements for opening the build- 
ings for community use. 

(h) Social centers and extension work 
for adults. 

4. Supervision: 

An increase in the supervisory force in the 
departments now partially provided for, and 
the following additions: 

{a) A primary supervisor. 

(b) A supervisor of household arts, with 
instructors. ~ 

(c) A supervisor of manual training, with 
instructors. - 


Girls’ High School. 


1. Unification of the Giris’ High and Eng- 
lish Commercial schools. 

2. Unit system of promotion. 

3. Added course of study for girls who 
will not go to college. 

4. Special course in household arts and 
home economics.

Filed Her Resignation. 

Two weeks ago Miss Chaffee filed 
ber regulation two weeks’ notice of 
resignation from the Lucille LaVerne 
company. Nothing was said at the 
time, however, of her matrimonial in- 
tentions. It is stated that she was 
prevailed upon to remain with the 
company, for she had made many 
friends among the theatergoing peo- 
ple of the city. 

Her fiance came down from New 
York recently and has been in the 
city ever since. The couple made an 
appointment to meet uptown Tihurs- 
day morning. It so happened that 
a rehearsal of the Lyric company was 
scheduled for the same morning. The 
pretty young actress was given in- 
structions to appear at the theater.

Before Colonel Roosevelt’s 
return from South America two plans 
were talked of—amalgamation with 
the republican party or an uncompro- 
mising fight with a straight progres- 
sive ticket in every state. Colonel 
Roosevelt, however, is believed to have 
opposed both suggestions, and to have 
carried his point.

Just how the transition from the 
present administration to a new pro- 
visional government can be effected is 
being given close attention.

If the Mexi- 
can constitution be followed literally 
it is necessary that the office of min- 
ister of foreign affairs, now vacant, 
shall be filled by the Individual to 
whom the mediation conference ex- 
pects General Huerta to turn over the 
reins of government. The constitu- 
tion provides that in case of vacancy 
in the office of president, the minis- 
ter of foreign affairs shall succeed to 
the position. The American delegates 
recognize that an irregular method of 
choosing a provisional president might 
evoke opposition. 

The American government wishes 
the Huerta government to give way to 
a commission of five, or possibly three. 
The Mexican delegation holds a com- 
mission would be umpopular because 
the people might resent it as of for- 
eign suggestion. Thev urge that a 
minister of foreign affairs automati- 
cally succeed General Huerta. 

This succession then could name as 
cabinet members those persons who 
already had been agreed upon here. 
Such an arrangement might be con-

REFUGEES IN SAVANNAH 
TELL TALE OF OUTRAGES 


Savannaih, Ga., May 28.—With a sen- 
gational story of how he and his wife 
had been attacked on his ranch near 
Guadalajara, Mexico, and _ seriously 
wounded by a band of Mexican ban- 
dits, Walter Deering, a wealthy Eng- 
lishman, arrived in Savannah this 
morning on the British steamer Asian, 
with eight other refugees from Puerto 
Mexico. 

To save the lives of his wife and 
himself, Mr. Deering was forced to 
flee across Mexico to Puerto Mexico, 
where he took passage on the steamer 
Asian for Liverpool. 

The others of the party are all Eng- 
lish people. There are Austin Pryor 
of Mexico City, Gordon Wilson of Vera 
Cruz, Henry Gregory, Mrs. Ellen Greg- 
oy and Henry C Gregory, all of 
Elore, and Marguerite Richards and 
Agnes W. Johnston of Mexico City. 
There were ten other refugees aboard 
the Asian when she left Puerto Mexi- 
co, but they left the ship at Bruns- 
wick Wednesday and went by rail to 
New York. 

“If any one tells you that the re- 
ports of the treatment received by 
Americans in Mexico have been exag- 
gerated just say for me that they don't 
know what they are talking about,” 
said Mr. Deering. During my trip 
across the country with my wife, I 
saw American women insulted on the 
streets of Mexican cities. 

“Men who attempted to protect them 
were assaulted and beaten by mobs 
and their lives were often in danger. 
In the country American ranches were 
raided by Mexican bandits, in some 
instances the owners were killed or 
wounded and the cattle and live stock 
pag ranches stampeded and driven 
off."’

AMERICAN ARMS 


German Steamers . Were 
Furnished by U. S. Firms. 
Landing Surprises Bryan. 


Washington, May 28.—The reported 
landing of arms and ammunition for 
Huerta from the German steamers 
Ypiranga and Bavaria at Puerto Mex- 
ico was generally discussed here. It 
generally was conceded that nothing 
could be done in the matter now and 
that the shipment could not have been 
stopped without violating the armis- 
tice. 

Bryan Didn’t Expect it. 

“We did not expect the arms to be 
landed,” said Secretary Bryan. He re- 
ferred to an understanding said to 
have been had with officials of the 
Hamburg-American line that arms on 
the Bavaria and Ypiranga would be 
returned to the consignors on foreign 
shores. Considerable doubt seems to 
surround this understanding. 

Secretary Daniels said he had 
thought there had been some under- 
standing. “I had taken it for grant- 
ed,’ said the secretary, “from some 
understanding that was reported to 
me that arms would not be landed.’ 

No agreement ‘between authorized 
representatives of the United States and 
the German government relating to 
this shipment of arms has been report- 
ed. At the German embassy it was 
pointed out that the German govern- 
ment had no authority to prevent the 
captain of a German merchant vessel 
from engaging in commerce of this 
character. The impression, therefore, 
left by the official statements Was 
that there certainly had been no form- 


al agreement. 

It is assumed that the steamship of- 
ficers took statements recently ema- 
nating from Washington to the ef- 
fect that all of the Mexican ports were 
open to mean they were relieved from 
any further withholding of cargo from 
such ports. 

From German sources comes the in- 
formation that all of these arms and 
the ammunition supposed to be sup- 
plied by German factories, actually 
were made in the United States; 
shipped out of New York and Boston 
to Hamburg and reshipped from there 
to Mexico. 

Senate Discusses Matter. 


In the senate the landing of German 
implements of war at Puerto Mexico 
was the subject of short debate, startea 
by Senator Reed. Sap 

“T do not mean to criticise the ad- 
ministration, but I cannot see why we 
could stop the landing of arms at 


Mexico,” declared Senator oindexter. 
“The guns will shoot the same whether 
landed at Vera Cruz or Puerto Mex- 
ico.” 

Senator Lodge replied that the ad- 
ministration had announced officially 
this country was not at war with Mex- 
ico, and hence so long as the United 
States was not actually in possession 
of a port it could not object to the 
landing of imports there. | 

“There was no need for a German 
cruiser to cenvoy the German ship, 
added Senator Lodge. 

An official statement issued at the 
navy department late tonight said: 

“After making every effort to verify 
ositively the reported landing of arms 
~ the steamers Bavaria and Ypiranga 
at Puerto Mexico, the department has 
ben unable to confirm the rumor, and 
in view of all the circumstances, 1s 
disposed to await a confirmation that 
the landing of the arms actually took 
ylace.”’ 
“The only facts known to the de- 
partment in regard to the Ypiranga, 
the statement added, “are that the 
steamer arrived at Puerto Mexico in 
the regular course of her itinerary and 
landed a considerable cargo of some 
sort during the day. Admiral Badger 
has been requested to obtain more defi- 
nite information.” 

Caused Vera Crus Occupation. 


The incident recalled that Ypiranga’s 
movements precipitated the occupation 
of Vera Cruz to balk the landing of the 
very war cargo that now will reach 
Huerta through the Tehuantepec rail- 
road port. 

Suggestions of the way they would 
be employed were conveyed in the 
statement that the federals now were 
well supplied with ammunition “to 
carry on their campaign against the 
constitutionalists.”’ 

Closely following the landing of mu- 
nitions of war for Huerta from the 
two German liners at Puerto Mexico, 
a large consignment from Japan is due 
at Manzanillo or Salina Cruz, on the 
west coast. Word has reached Wash- 
ington that the Japanese crulser 
Idzumo, which has been hovering 
around Mazatlan, has gone down the 
coast, and, though the latter report is 
lacking in official confirmation so far, 
it is understood that, like the German 
cruiser Bremen, which conveyed the 
Ypiranga to Puerto Mexico, on the east 
coast, the Japanese, warship will ac- 
company the expected merchantman to 
one of the ports for transportation by 
rail to the Mexican capital 

The Japanese arms and ammunition 
were ordered by Huerta many months 
azo. 

Reports that plans were under con- 
sideration for withdrawing troops from 
Vera Cruz were denied today by offi- 
cials close to the president. It was 
indicated that the plan is to keep 
troops at Vera Cruz until the Mexican 
problem has been settled definitely. 
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UNETHICAL FOR LAWYER 
TO USE A NEWSPAPER 


Chicago, May 28.—It is unethical for 
a lawyer to make a statement for 
publication in a newspaper concern- 
ring a case in which he ig engaged, or 
to give out his plan of procedure, ac- 
cording to the view of delegates to 
the annual meeting of the _ Illinois 
State Bar association, who today 
adopted a résolution touching such 
publication. 

According to the resolution, lawyers 
will be fined or penalized if they al- 
low interviews concerning their cases 
to appear in newspapers. A clause 
asserts that the publicity given trials 
and suits at law often prevents jus- 
tice. 

A court is an evil, said Justice Wii- 
liam Renwick Riddell, of the supreme 
court of Ontario, Canada, in an ad- 
dress before the association. 

“The less the courts are called into 
play,” he continued, “the better it is 
for the community; courts were made 
for men, not men for courts. Inter- 
tional arbitration is also a thing to be 
avoided except as a last resort to pre- 
vent war.”

Judge Ben Lindsey So

New York, May 28.—The federal com- 
mission investigating industrial prob- 
lems was startled in its session here 
this afternoon when Judge Ben Lind- 
sey, of Colorado, jumped to his feet 
immediately after Major Boughton, of 
the Colorado national guard, had left 
the stand and declared many of the of- 
ficer’s statements concerning the mine 
strike were entirely false. Judge Lind- 
sey had come to New York in the hope 
of talking personally with John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., about the strike situ- 
ation. 

Judge Lindsey was asked to take the 
Stand aS s00n as he had uttered his 
charge. 

“The situation in Colorado is now 
bigger than a strike,” he said. ‘The 
outbreak there is merely a local symp- 
tom of wider disorder.” 

Judge Lindsey said 600 children in 
Colorado coal mines had been made 
orphans by explosions that resulted 
from carelessness and failure to instal) 
ordinary safety appliances 

He recited a number of incidents 
which he said had led inevitably to the 
final protest of the mine workers, and 
exclaimed: 

“Lawless Corporations.” 

“There are no more lawless public 
corporations in the country than in 
Colorado.” 

“Colorado,” said Judge Lindsey, “has 
perfected the science of corrupting 
men. Its judges, its supreme court 
judges, are owned like office boys. Its 
lawyers, its busineess men all are own- 
ed. There are, of course, fearless men, 
but they have paid a heavy sacrifice 
for their fearlessness.” 

In referring to Major 
Judge Lindsey said: 

“It makes no difference whether he 
is attorney for owners of gold mines 
or coal mines. If he is acting for 
Colorado, his sympathies must be with 
the owners. 

“The government has allowed men to 
be recruited in the militia that 
shouldn’t be in any military organiza- 
tion.”’

Major Boughton said he had been 
sent by Governor Ammons and by his 
own commanding officer of the Colo- 
rado national guard to enlighten pub- 
lic opinion, “which has been inflamed 
by press reports.” He was chairman 
of the military commission appointed 
by Governor:Ammons to investigate 
the conduct of the national guard at 
Ludlow.

Washington, May 28.—(Special.)— 
Senator William S. West, in discussing 
the canal toll subsidy for American 


ported the administration's demand for 
repeal. He said the proposed exemp- 
tion was the worst kind of a subsidy. 
Not only did he approve President 
Wilson's attack on the measure as an 
economic mistake, but agreed that it 
violated the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 


“If there is even a reasonable doubt 
as to the proper construction of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty,” he said, “this 
government even with strong argu- 


ment to support her contention in fa- 
vor of passing our coastwise vessels 
through the canal free should yield.”

Benator West said he did not share 
the apprehension of some senators 
over yielding our former position in 
this controversy in the face of the 
view held by practically every civil- 
ized nation.

If you persist and attempt 
to creep up on the blind side of him 
you will find him still ready for you 
with that quiet smile and determined 
look. 

Tennessee Politics Warm. 

When Governor Hooper left Nash- 
ville Wednesday the state of Tennessee 
was about as hot politically as it ever 
gets to be, which is another way of 
saying that it was about as hot as 
the hinges of a certain place not re- 
ferred to in polite society. Governor 
Hooper has been nominated by the re- 
publican party to succeed himself as 
governor. Also he has been nomi- 
nated by the independent democrats, 
who number close on to 30,000 votes.

Also there has been a 
sentiment in favor of placing then 
on the public roads. 


Inspect Hobson Camp. 


Accompanied by R. E. Davidson, 
chairman of the prison commission, 
and S. Turman, county commis- 
sioner, the party made an inspection of 
the Hobson camp in the morning and 
the Roseland camp in the afternoon.

A VICIOUS PRECEDENT. 


In the current issue of The Jeffersonian, 
Thomas E. Watson, headlining a sensational 
editorial with the inquiry, “From What 
Design Does Akerman Deny Watson a 
Trial?” proceeds to flay not only the federal 
district attorney, but the “system’’ which 
permits an American citizen to be the victim 
of such inquisitorial treatment. 

We reproduce elsewhere an extract from 
the editorial. 

With Mr. Watson's fate personally The 
Constitution has no concern, save as it illus- 
trates a dangerous and intolerable tendency, 
whether applied to an innocent man, which 
Watson may or may not be, to a ragamuffin, 
or the most notorious crook in the land. It 
is not Watson’s guilt or innocence, not Wat- 
son’s personality that is the issue. Call 
Watson Smith or Jones, and it remains that 
Smith or Jones, an American citizen, is be- 
ing held indefinitely under the stigma of a 
criminal indictment with every evidence of a 
conspiracy to prolong the agony and to 
scheme to the end of denying him a prompt 
trial. 

The Constitution and Mr. Watson are in 
agreement on very few subjects. Especially 
do we disapprove his campaign to stir up 
religious bitterness. But any American citi- 
gen, whatever his offense, is entitled to a 
square deal by our courts. 

This has not been the history of the case 
For two years Akerman has 
had this case in hand. Last October the 
judge threw it out of court. Akerman again 
went before the grand jury hunting another 
indictment, and was turned down. At the 
spring germ he succeeded, but did not bring 
the indictment into court until the after- 
noon before the day of adjournment. Wat- 
son asked for an immediate trial, but was 
denied it. If that does not look like ma- 
licious, studied and persistent persecution 
we do not know what to call it. 

What sort of precedent is it that justi- 
fies an official with power of prosecution 
and inquisition in his hand, to juggle and 
delay and obstruct justice while those with 
whose reputations he can dally are forced, 
impotent, to wait his pleasure? 

We should like to see the questions an- 
swered. We should like to have it ex- 
plained why an incorrigible republican poli- 
tician, with black-and-tan affiliations, is con- 
tinued in office by a democratic administra- 
tion, permitted to fix despotic precedents 
such as he appears to be doing, while in the 
southern district are a score of good demo- 
crats far better lawyers than he. 

The usurpation of Akerman in this case 
smells to heaven! He must have waxed ar- 
rogant because of special favors from, a dem- 
ocratic administration, to thus far prostitute 
the powers inherent in his office.

Confessedly, none of the churches are 
quite meeting the intricate and complicated 
needs of our day. Their task of adjusting 
themselves to changed and broadening con- 
ditions is an arduous one. But they are not 
going to make headway by ignoring a pro- 
vision which has immemorially given force 
to the appeal of this country as a haven for 
those who have historically suffered from 
religious intolerance.

Fighting Cancer With Facts 
By Campaign of Education 


(By Curtis E. Lakeman, Executive Secretary 
American Society for Control of Cancer, 
Through The Survey Press Bureau.) 


Cancer can be prevented or cured and the 
needless sacrifice of thousands of lives can 
be stopped by educating the public as to the 
facts about this disease. The cause of can- 
cer is not understood, but much is known 
about the conditions under which it develops, 
and it is certain that safety lies only in early 
recognition of the symptoms and prompt 
operation. Radium is useful in some cases, 
but it is not to be relied upon as a substitute 
for surgical treatment—the only known sure 
cure. 

This message of the hope to be found in 
early and competent treatment should be 
Spread broadcast. The need of supplying 
the public with more and better knowledge 
about the disease is vividly shown by a news- 
paper clipping recently received at the office 
of the American Society for the Control of 
Cancer. A woman wrote to the inquiry 
column of the newspaper in question that a 
lump on her breast had been growing about 
& year. She said she had been told that 
“Kerosene rubbed on it was good for it,” and 
had tried it without result, except to cause 
inflammation, and so she was “very much 
worried.” The answer published along with 
this letter advised her to “bathe the spot 
thoroughly and apply a pad of antiphlogis- 
tine.” It is hard to say which aspect of this 


case gives the greater shock—that of the 


woman, probably doomed to premature death 
because of her ignorance, or the terrible re- 
sponsibility of the newspaper which left her 
and perhaps other readers to their fate by 
failing to say that every lump in a woman's 
breast should at once be examined by a 
competent surgeon. 

The general state of ignorance, delay, and 
neglect in regard to the early signs of cancer 
is shown by actual statistics which can not 
be disputed. The foremost stirgeon of the 
world recently said in a public address that 
people wait on the average a whole vear 
after discovering some suspicious symptom 
before they come.to the operating table. An- 
other surgeon studied his own records and 
those of six of the largest New York ‘hos- 
pitals to throw light, both on the frequency 
of cancer and the delay in seeking treatment. 
Out of 12,345 surgical patients he found 642 
cases of cancer, approximately one in 22, or 
4.39 per cent. In sixty-five cases of first 
operation for cancer he found that after dis- 
covery of a tumor, or after the first suspi- 
cious symptoms, the thirty-five men had 
waited on the average of 12.2 months. before 
consulting the surgeon, and the thirty wom- 
en, an average of 11.9 months. 

Delay Means Death. 

In like manner Dr. Winter, af Koenigs- 
berg, Prussia, the pioneer in the education 
of the public on cancer, analyzed 1,087 rec- 
ords of operable cases and showed that 87 
per cent of these patients could and should 
have come to treatment much earlier, when 
their chances of cure would have been much 
higher than was actually the case. Delay of 
a year or even a few months makes all the 
difference between life and death. 

If the American movement for public 
education in regard to this disease needs the 
encouragement of a precedent, it is to be 
found in the remarkable reduction of the 
cancer death rate through a campaign of 
education conducted by Winter, in Koenigs- 


berg. This campaign was designed to reach 


all people, particularly women, since they 
are more susceptible than men to the dis- 
ease. The public was informed as to the 
first symptoms of cancer and the surpassing 
importance of the earliest possible surgical 
treatment. In this campaign the co-operation 
of the laity and the niedical profession, on 
the one hand, and the press on the other 
was enlisted. ‘The cancer death rate of 
Koenigsberg had increased from fifty-three 
In 1880 to 110 in 1893, and in 1907 reached a 
maximum of 139 per 100,000 of the population. 
The campaign of education then began to 
have its effect and the rate gradually de- 
clined to the point of 118 for the year 1913. 
The decrease does not seem large, but it is 
most important when we remember that 
nearly everywhere else the rate is steadily 
increasing. 

Even more specific proof of the hope 
which early operation gives is to be found 
in the statistics of operations performed in 
some of the principal American hospitals. 
These records have never been studied as 
thoroughly as they will be under the plan 
of the American Society for the Control of 
Cancer, and there is here a mine of informa- 
tion full of the highest interest and signifi- 
cance to the public. 

Chance of Cure. 

A preliminary study of the records kept 
at the hospital and laboratories of one of 
the largest American centers of medical edu- 
cation shows clearly that the chances of a 
permanent cure, if operation be resorted to 
promptly, are very high. It shows equally 
clearly that these chances decrease with 
every day of delay. And as the likelihood 
of cure becomes remote, the immediate dan- 
ger and damage of the operation becomes 
greater. That is to say, a new and small 
cancer may be removed without much pain 
and without much mutilation, but an old and 
dispersed cancer leaves a serious wound 
behind it. 

These records have already been analyzed 
and tabulated, for cancer of the lip, tongue 
and breast. The statement of results takes 
account of the conditions said to precede 
actual cancer, such as tobacco blisters, white 
spots and sore places about the teeth. While 


| there is difference of opinion as to the bear- 


ing of such conditions on the development of 
true cancer it cannot be denied that in many 
cases they seem to cause the disease. In 
considering the result of operations to re- 
move these “precancerous lesions,” it should 
of course be remembered that these condi- 
tions are not always by the development of 
true cancer, and the statistics should be 
understood in that light. 

In operations on the tengue the figures 
show that the prompt removal of the “pre- 
cancerous” lesion resulted in 100 per cent of 
cures. In the second stage, i. e, that of 
malignant’ warts, complete removal was 
equally effective. But when the actual 
figures of developed cancer were studied, 
the proportion of cures dropped at once to 
50 per cent. 

In cancer of the breast the danger of 
delay is equally apparent. In the milder 
form, called adenocarcinoma, the percentage 
of cures in all cases was 76, but in the late 
cases, |. e, those in which the cancerous 
nature of the tumor was already obvious té 
the eye, the percentage was but 64. In the 
early cases, on the other hand, it was 100 
per cent. In these early cases there is a 
warning lump in the breast, but no outward 
sign of malignant tumor. In the more ma- 
lignant forms of breast tumor, the general 
percentage of cures dropped to 36, and in 
late cases to 33, or one patient out of three. 
But even here the cures in early cases 
reached 85 per cent. In other words, the 
patient raises her chances of recovery ?Trom 
33 per cent to 85 per cent, by going to the 
surgeon early. 

In operations for cancer of the lip, the 
reports show 100 per cent of cures in the 
earliest stages and 75 per cent of cures after 
complete operation in the later stages. If 
the operation was incomplete and the cancer 
returned, the percentage of cures dfopped 
to 33. 

The evidence so far collected on early 
cancer also gives an opportunity for a mes- 
sage to the people who seek help in the 
later stage of cancer. Although the chances 
of a cure here are less, the disease in many 
instances is by no means hopeless. Even 
when the hope of cure is remote, 
looks toward the prolongation of useful life 
and the relief of much suffering.

Siam is a patch of hot, moist 


little smaller than Texas which 
away that there is considerable dispute as to 


whether it is west or east of .the United 


States. 
Very little is known and hardly anything 
suspected concerning Siam in this country. 
Going over our regular stock of knowledge 
we find that Siam is related to China, is gov- 
erned by a king named Chulalongcorn, and 
that its principal products are white ele- 
phants and twins. Referring to the encyclo- 
pedia we discover with sorrow that Chula- 
longeorn has died and that his son Chowfa 
maha Vajurvedh, is running the country, 
creating consternation and despair among 
thousands of schoolboys who do not like 
geography any too well any way. | 

The encyclopedia also ignores the cele- 
brated Siamese twins and pays no attention 
‘o the blonde elephants. These corrections 
eave practically every one on the ground 
floor, with plenty of building room as far as 
knowledge of Siam is concerned. 

Siam began to edge into Eastern history 
for the first time about 1,500 vears ago. It 
was discovered by the Portuguese 350 years 
-eo. Its real discoverer was P. T. Barnum, 
opened the flood gates of interest 

oughout America concerning Siam by 
means of his celebrated menagerie and 
doubled the tourist business in two years. 

Siam Hes in the Indo-Chinese peninsula, 
about 6,000 miles west of San Francisco, and 
contains 6,000,000 small brown inhabitants, 
who make their living by raising rice and 
opium and cutting lumber. They are strictly 
vegetarian in their building, iiving in reed 
and bamboo huts. Bangkok, the capital, has 
much cleaner streets than Chicago, but this 
‘gs because most of them are composed of 
water. Water is the favorite road-making 
material in Siam, and the children of the 
country teach the ducklings how to swim. 
The automobile is not a great success in the 
outlying districts, where the tourist travels 
with a canoe, an ax and ten pounds of 
quinine. 

Siam has 600 miles of railway and some 
moving picture shows. It is a better edu- 
eated country than Venezuela, but women are 
not taught to read, which accounts for the 
fact that there is no department store ad- 
¢ertising in the country. The Siamese are 
very musical, using the Cubist system and 
repelling invaders with great courage by 
playing at them. We can learn much from 
Siam. but how to do so without investing in 
steamer fare remains a great puzzle to most 


of us.

FOR PRESBYTERIANS 


Southern Assembly Urges Ac- 
tion Though Dr. Lyons and 
Others Protest. 


Kansas City, May 28.—The general 
assembly of the Presbyterian- Church 
in the United States (southern) at its 
final session today voted to raise the 
standard of its colleges in the south. 
The meeting adjourned to meet May 20, 
1915, at Newport News, Va. 

It was decided that hereafter each 
school must have an endowment of at 


least $100,000 and an annual income 
of $12,000. The commissioners em- 
phasized their desire to strengthen the 
church schools. 

To aid in creating a revival] of fami- 
ly worship, the commissioners adopted 
a report urging members to more gen- 
eral installation of family § altars. 
Members also-were urged to aid in in- 
Creasing the sabaries of pastors. 

During discussion that preceded the 
adoption of a_ resolution favoring 
national prohibition a number of com- 
missioners declared the assembly 
should avoid such an indorsement as 


political. 

Dr. J. S. Lyons, of Louisville, Ky., 
retiring moderator, said the Presby- 
terian church was historically against 
taking part in specific political action. 
After the resolution had been adopted, 
a communication signed by twenty 
commissioners was filed, protesting 
againet the action. 

The prohibition ch 
was presented by U., 
follows: 

“Resolved, That we are in favor of 
national constitutional prohibition and 
we will do all in our power to secure 
the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution forever prohibiting the 
sale, manufacture or sale, transporta- 
tion for sale, importation for sale, and 
exportation for sale, or sale of intoxi- 
cating liqueurs for beverage purposes in 
the United States.” 


FEDERAL DIVORCE LAW 
STRONGLY URGED. 


Chicago, May 28.—Members of the 
126th general assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church U. S. A. (northern) to- 
day went on record as favoring a fed- 
ral law on divorce. 

The subject came before the body in 
a supplemental report of the commit- 
tee on marriage and divorce, esented 
by Chairman John Timothy St@ne, who 
asked to have the paragraphs recom- 
mending amendments to state divorce 
laws referred back to the committee 
with instructions to report in a year.

WILSON MAKES A PLEA 
FOR MERCHANT MARINE 


President Tells Manufacturers 
American Ships Are Needed 
to Carry American Goods. 


Washington, May 28.—President 
Wilson told delegates to the National 
Foreign Trade convention, who called 
at the white house today, that. one 
of the chief needs of the United States 
was a merchant marine* 

“There is nothing in which I am 
more interested than the fullest de- 
velopment of the trade of this coun- 
try and its righteous conquest of for- 
eign markets,” said he. 

“I think you will realize from what 
Secretary Redfield has said to you 
that it is one of the things that we 
hold nearest to our hearts, that the 
government and you should co-operate 
in the most intimate manner in ac- 
complishing our common object. 

“r am sure that I speak the con- 
viction of all of you when I say that 
one of our chief needs is to have a 
merchant marine, because if we have 
to deliver our goods in other people’s 
delivery wagons their goods are de- 
livered first and ours are delivered in- 
cidentally on their routes. This is a 
matter I have had near my own heart 
for a great many years.” 

Alba B. Johnson, of Philadelphia, 
president of the National Foreign 
Trade convention, in reply to the presi- 
dent’s address, said the American 
Manufacturers’ association, the Pana- 
man society and the American Asiatic 
association had determined that the 
present was “peculiarly the time to 
inaugurate a forward movement for 
the export business of the United 
States.” 

“The completion 


of the Panama ca- 
nal,” he continued, “the resultant re- 
arrangement of trade _ relationships, 
the enactment of the tariff, which we 
believe will open a door outward for 
our exports to the same extent that 
it opens inward for the imports of 
foreign countries, and the fact that we 
soon must look to our exports of man- 
ufactures to adjust the great finan- 
cial balances between us and other 
nations, rather than the exportation 
of foodstuffs—make the time ripe for 
this forward movement.” 

Among the delegates who called 

on the president .were many offi- 
cérs of large industrial corporations, 
including J. A. Farrell, president of 
the United States Steel corporation; 
Cyrus H. McCormick, of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company; E. A. S& 
Clarke, president of the Lackawanna 
Steel company, and Edward N. Hurley, 
vice president of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association. 


U. S. EXAMINERS WORK 
ON THE MORGAN BOOKS 


New York, May 28.—Four examiners 
of the interstate commerce commission 
arrived at the offices of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., early today and began an ex- 
amination of the firm’s books and rec- 
ords relating to the New Haven rail- 
road. The results of the examination 
are to be secret until submitted to the 
commission. 

Members of the firm received the ex- 
aminers cordially. Though it is under- 
stood that the examiners will have a 
free hand so far as the New Haven 
records are concerned, counsel for the 
firm has insisted that there be no “fish- 
ing expedition.” 

The formal inquiry into_ the 
Haven matter will be res %med 
Washington next Wednesday.

EXCLUSIVE CONTRACTS 
ARE PLACED UNDER BAN 


Washington, May 28.—Provisions 
aimed against price discrimination and 
against exclusive agency contracts 
were perfected by the house today in 
the consideration of the Clayton bill 
to supplement the anti-trust laws. 
Scores of amendments designed to alter 
the measure as framed by the judi- 
ciary committee were voted down. 
Three of the twenty-two sections of 
the bill were agreed to during the 
day’s debate. 

The first section of the biN, dealing 
with terms and definitions, was passed 
without objection. The second, for- 
bidding price discrimination between 
purchdésers of the same commodities 
in the same or different communities, 
was attacked by Representative Gra- 
ham, of Pennsylvania, who offered 
several amendments. All were de- 
feated. 

The section making it unlawful for 
persons controlling mines or mine 
products to refuse to sell to responsi- 
ble persons after being amended so as 
to apply to oil and gas wells, was 
passed over to allow the judiciary com- 
mittee to perfect the new provision. 

The principal contest of the day was 
over the fourth section, making it un- 
lawful for wholesalers to lease or sell 
goods with a condition that the pur- 
chasers shall not deal in the goods of 
a competitor. 

Representative McCoy, of New Jer- 
sey, tried unsuccessfully to limit the 
prohibition to such understandings as 
are made “with the intent of estab- 
lishing a monopoly or destroying the 
business of a competitor.”

DAKO AND MISSISIPL 
10 BE SOLD 10 GREECE 


Plan to Sell the Two U. S. Bat- 
tleships Approved by the 
Senate Committee. 


Washington, May 28.—A plan for dis- 
posing of the battleships Idaho and 
Mississippi to a foreign power for just 
what the United States paid for their 
construction was laid before the senate 
naval affairs committee today by Secre- 
tary Daniels. 

Greece is understood to be negotlat- 
ing for the Mississippi and the Idaho. 
The United States has never before sold 
battleships to a foreign power, al- 
though it has condemned them and aft- 
erwards sold them without armament. 

The ships have been in commission 
since 1908. The Mississippi cost $5,832,- 


000 and the Idaho $5,894,000. Secretary |E. Townsend, Jackson, Mich.; Thorn-— 


Daniels asked for an amendment to the 
naval bill permitting the sale and pro- 
viding that the money be used in the 
construction of one dreadnought in ad- 
dition to the two dreadnoughts already 
provided in the bill as it passed the 


house. af 

Secretary Dani@®” explained to the 
committee that while he expected to 
get $12,000,000 for the two ships, he 
would be able to make up the $14,000,- 
000 needed for a new dreadnought by 
economy in other lines. 

Mr. Daniels told the committee that 
while the Idaho and Mississippi were 
sufficient ships for harbor defense, they 
were not modern enough to go into line 
of battle. 

While the name of the nation negoti- 
ating for the purchase was kept close- 
ly guarded, it was said Greece is anx- 
ious to put her navy more nearly ona 
footing with Turkey which recently 
bought a new dreadnought built for 
Brazil in an English shipyard. 

Mr. Daniels’ proposal met with the 
approval of a majority of the commit- 
tee and an amendment embodying the 
plan was prepared for presentation to 
the senate.

BASEBALL POOLS 


District Attorney Whitman 
Discovers Thriving Business. 


a s 


New York, May 28.—A thriving busi- 
ness in New York and other eastern 
cities is said to have been disclosed 
in the investigation of alleged base- 
ball pools by assistants in the office 
of District Attorney Charles Whitman. 
That such an investigation was in 
progress became known today when 
some of the methods of the so-called 
“baseball news information bureaus” 
were made public. The procedure, ac- 
cording to Assistant District Attorney 
Colnon, is for the prospective sub- 
scriber to pay 25 cents for a sealed 
envelope containing a score card with 
blank boxes for every team in each 
of five leagzgues—forty teams in all— 
and for every day in the week except 
Sunday. On the back of the score 
cards are the rules of the “subscrip- 
tion.” Each score card has five teams 
punched in its particular combination 
for ‘‘premiums” for the largest num- 
ber of runs scored by any combination 
in the week. Premiums are also quoted 
for the lowest number of runs. The 
real interest, it was pointed out, is 
not in the week-old reports of base- 
ball nor in the hour by hour news 
of the standing of teams which the 
bureaus furnish subscribers, but in the 
“premiums” to the winners. 

It was said at the postoffice that the 
inspectors have known of the baseball 
pools for some time, but have taken no 
action because the bureaus pay no at- 
tention to mail communications, all 
cards being sold by agents. Prosecu- 
tion of the owners of agencies, it was 
said today, probably would be insti- 
tuted as a result of the investigation.

WILSON HAS A WORD 
FOR BiG BUSINESS 


Washington, May 28.—Representa- 
tives of big business today heard from 
President Wilson the administration's 
view of and attitude toward the busi- 
ness of the country. While express- 
ing a desire to “serve and not to hin- 
der or injure,” the president said the 
policy the democratic party is pur- 
suing is necessary to satisfy the con- 
science of the country and its percep- 
tion of the prevailing conditions of 
business. This was his answer to 
manufacturers who came to the white 
house to ask that all legislation af- 
fecting business, except the trade com- 
mission bill, be withheld temporarily. 

No Reason for Depression. 

Continuing, the statement said: 

“The president also said that while 
he was aware of the present depres- 
sion of business, there was abundant 
evidence that it was merely psycholog- 
ical, that there is no material condition 
or substantial reason why the business 
of the country should not be in the 
most prosperous and: expanding condi- 
tion. He urged upon his visitors the 
necessity of patriotic co-operation on 
the part of the business men of the 
country 'in order to support rather than 
to oppose the moderate processes of 
reform and to help guide them by their 
own intimate knowledge of business 
conditions and processes.” 

The manufacturers were in Wash- 
ington attending the first National 
Foreign Trade convention. Before the 
convention held its closing session to- 
night more than 100 of its delegates 


were received by the president. 


Banker Lands Currency Law. 


John F. Gardin, vice president of 
the National City Bank of New York, 
told the convention that President 
Wilson’s administration had given the 
country two things of which it might 
“ee proud—the tariff and the currency 
aw. 

“The federal reserve law is the one 
bright spot we have to look forward to 
at this moment,” said he. “It is to 
relieve us from the bondage in. which 
we have been for fifty years. I con- 
sider that release just as great as the 
emancipation of the slaves. The re- 
serve law favors foreign more than 
domestic commerce.” 

D. J. Menocal, manager of a banking 
corporation at Peking, discussing 
American neglect of opportunities in 
China, said the country is being di- 
vided into zones of special influence 
in which the principal factor is finance 
“Nothing whatsoever is being done by 
America,” he said, “and month by 
month we see agreements to build 
railroads signed by British, French, 
German and Belgians. Preferential 
tariffs were given to the ordinary 
commercial imports from those coun- 
tries and there is always a definite 
clause that the people who supply the 
money will supply the material. No 
amount of commercial travelers and 
no amount of drumming will help mat- 
ters unless some American railroads 
are built in China at an early date.” 

Foreign Trade Council. 

At the closing session the conven- 
tion created a foreign trade council 
of thirty members to co-ordinate all 
branches of industry and business for 
the extension of foreign trade. Reso- 
lutions were adopted urging congress 
to permit combinations for foreign 
trade, pledging support to measures 
to increase the efficiency of the con- 
sular and diplomatic service, urging 
manufacturers to co-operate in the 
manufacturing census, favoring  up- 
building of American merchant ma- 
rine, and urging the president to nego- 
tiate treaties for the extension of for- 
eign trade. j 

Leading delegates tonight declared 
the convention had been notable not 
only for the nationwide character of 
its personnel, but for the cordiality of 
the administration. The delegation 
that met the ‘president today was said 
to be the most representative body of 
business men that had called on Mr. 
Wilson since his administration be- 
gan.

“ANGLEY'S FOLLY” 
BEARS CURTISS ALOFT 


Elmira, N. Y., May 28.—The theory 
of Dr. Samuel Pierrepont Langley, who 
proclaimed to the world that™he had 
solved the problem of the air several 
years before the upper elements had 
been successfully navigated by a 
heavier-than-air machine, was vindi- 
cated at Hammondsport today, when 
Glenn Curtiss, the aviator, went aloft 
in ‘“‘Langley’s Folly.” 

The crude flying machine, which fell 
into the Potomac river when Dr. Lang- 
ley, its inventor, attempted to fly in 
it, and which later was consigned to 
the Smithsonian institution at Wlash- 
ington, had every requisite for flight, 
and remained in the air long enough 
to demonstrate the practical mind of 
its maker, who had been ridiculed by 
his incredulous contemporaries. The 


.old relic was wheeled from its hangar 
early today, the pilot immediately 
Climbed into the seat and was away 
under much the same conditions as 
would prevall in a flight of the latest 
model aeroplane. The flight was a 
short one. 

The Langley machine but little re- 
sembles the trim and powerful fiyers 
of today, but in its crude state it com- 
‘bines the basic principles of aviation, 
and after many years of neglect, the 
“old junk” came into its own, giving 
its inventor his deserved place among 
the recognized pioneers of aviation. 

But for an untimely accident, and 
what was termed the ‘‘miserliness of 
the government,” Langley undoubtedly 
would have won fame during his life- 
time. Instead he died a broken-hearted 
man, after devoting twenty years of 
his life to the study of aviation. Years 
later others received the fame and 
credit of which he should have had a 
share. 

Langley made the fatal error of try- 
ing to catapult the flyer into the air 
with the aid of ponderous gprings, but 
he only succeeded in wrecking the 
machine. Had he tried the method 
pursued today of running the machine 
along the ground and allowing it to 
rise gradually in the air, there is lit- 
tle doubt he would have made the first 
flight in a heavier-than-air machine. 

The antiquated machine was sent to 
Hammondsport about two months ago. 
Scarcely a change was made in its 
parts. The surface of the wings, which 
had sv red. from long storage, were 
replace: Other minor parts repaired 
were duplicates of the originals. The 
machine was driven today by the old 
motor built by Charles Manly. 

Dr. Langley was secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution. He was sat- 
isfied of the possibility of flight in 
heavier-than-air machines, and spent 
years in working on the problem. In 
1896 he flew a steam-driven model a 
distance of about a mile over the Po- 
, tomac river. 


TARIFF LAW DEFENDED 
BY STONE AND SIMMONS 


Washington, May 28.—Armed with 
a letter from Secretary Redfield, of 
the department of commerce, Senator 
Stone today replied to Senator Smoot’s 
speech of a week ago criticising the 
Underwood tariff bill for showing a 
balance of trade against the United 
States, according to figures for the 
month of April. The secretary said 
that the business of one month could 
not be made the basis of judging a tar- 
iff law and Senator Smoot's | state- 
ments were, therefore, amusing. 

“The figures I used came from the 
department of commerce,” interrupted 
Senator Smoot. 

“Oh, sit down,” responded Senator 
Stone. “I know this hurts, but I am 
going to rub it in. 

“Now, aS a matter of fact, in the 
first ten months of the Payne-Aldrich- 
Smoot bill ending April, 1910, the bal- 
ance of trade in our favor was $300,- 
000,000 less than in the ten months of 
the present law. And in one month 
of the first ten under the Smoot law 
the imports exceeded the exports by 
nearly $19,000,000, with almost twice 
the difference in the month of April, 
over which the senator from Utah 
spoke so tearfully and vociferously.” 

“I defy the secretary and the sena- 
tor to show I made a single incorrect 
statement,” was Senator Smoot’s reply. 
“Are the figures for May any better 
than for April? I have today’s treas- 
ury statement and they are not.”
